Nov. 30.— Former Em- 
Percy William signed his abdication 
at Anierongen, Holland, yesterday, 
according to a* dispatch to the Wolff 
bureau of Berlin, transmitted by the 
Exchange telegraph correspondent at 
Copenhagen.

that “the new regent” would be able 
to protect the German people against 
anarchy, starvation and foreign su­ 
premacy.

Since the advent of the fatcat wheat 
crop the only limitation upon Amerl 
can exports to Europe bas been the 
shortage of shipping. Between July \ 
and October IO we shipped 66,950.301 
bushels.

Even tho most optimistic statisticians 
figured that we bad a bara surplus of 
20.000,000 bushels. 
And yet Europe

the moat important article lo the diet 
AM of this surplus bad left the 
country early In the tall. By the first 
of the year we had managed to ship a 
little more than 60,000,000 bushels by 
practicing the utmost economy at 
home—by wheaties# days, wheatless 
meals, heavy substitution of other 
cereals and by sacrifice at almost 
every meal throughout the country. 
In January the late Lord Rhondda, 
thqn British Food Controller, cabled 
that only lf we sent aa additional 75,- 
000,000 bushels before July I could be 
take the responsibility of assuring bls 
peopla that they would bo fed. 
The response of the American peo­ 
ple was 85,000,000 bushels safely delis- 
ered overseas between January I aud 
July L Out of a harvest which gave 
os only 20,000,000 bushels surplus wa 
actually shipped 141,000.000 bushels 
Thus did America falflll her pledge 
that the Allied bread rations could be 
maintained, and already th# American 
people ara demonstrating that, with 
in awakened war conscience, last 
year’s figures will ba battered..
